1854 caused a terrible excitement in Upper 
Canada, by a series of daring and bloody | 
erjmes seldom equalled in the history of any | 
¢ untry. On the 18th of October of that | 


| year occurred the murder of Dr, Nellis in 


Cayuga, noar the Grand River, by five mou. 
who shot him and robbed him of a largo 

sum of money. ‘Two of these men were af 

torwards caught, tried and hung. One was 

shot by officers while attempting to escape. 

Townsend, who was reputed to be the lead 

of the gang, after shooting three or four of 
the officers who were in pursuit of him, 

and committing several of the most atro- 

cious crimes, burglaries and robberies, made 

his esvape, and although the authorities of 
Canada offered a bounty of one thousand 

pounds for bis head, and the friends of those 

murdered added large amounts to the gov- 

ernment offer for his person, tho greatest 
efforts wero unable to arrest his course, On 

Saturday evening about seven o'clock, says 
the Cleveland Plaindealer, Mr. Jolin Iles, 
who keeps the Porter House on Water St, 
below St, Clair, and who had been an offi- 
eer in Canada, and engaged in his pursuit, 
recognised in one of his guests the notori- 
ous Townsend, who had given him so much 

trouble. He was sure of the identity ofthe 
visitor with that of Lownsend, and he gave 
information to officer Gallagher who arrest- 
ed him for stealing a trunk in Buffalo, at 
which he said they must be mistaken. A 
Colt’s revolver loaded was fonnd among his 
effects. He is a smart, well-formed man of 
twenty-eight or thirty years, and seems not 
to be easily scared. He claims to have 
been‘a sailor in 1852, on the brig Powhat- 
tan, with Capt. Turnbull, and calls himself 
Robert Mclicnry. THe has just returned 
fron: Walker's army to which he belonged. 
He says that on his way liome from Cali- 
fornia with six comrades, he was while 
crossing the isthmus induced to join Walk- 
er’s army and while in Nicaragua, fought 
four hard battles. He deserted with thir- 
teen others after great hardships had been 
encountered, and no prospects of an end 
to the war seemed enconraged, -Commu- 
nications with the Canadian Police and oth- 
ers have been had, and if the prisoner 
proves to be the murderer, there will be 
great creilit due to Mr. Iles and the officers, 
and a reward of $6,000 to be divided. 


WARD, THE WIFE-MURDERER — 
CURIOUS REVELATIONS — HIS 
_ CONFESSION, 


The Tolelo Blade gives the fullow- 
ing stories which have obtained currency 
in relation to this cold-blooded butcher- 
er — 

“A young man named Tall, who 
boarded with him, suddenly disappeared, 
and suspicions are eutertained that Ward 
muudered him. Mrs. Ward bécame de- 
ranged soon after, and it is said that she 
often made dark and mysterious allusions 
to the circumstance in her ravings. We 
also find in the Plymouth papers a state- 
ment that a young man, now residing near 
Shelby, but then in the employ of Ward 
as help, says, that some time previous to 
the murder of Hall, a pedlar stopped at 
Ward's. He was on foot, aud carried his 
pack with him. Early in the evening he 
told the girl to go home, as she would not 
be needed that night. She did so, and on 
returning next morning asked where was. 
the pediar? Ward said he had gone long 
ago. ‘Lhe girl then started to go up stairs 
to make the beds, and was told by Mrs. 
W. that she need not make them. She 
proceeded up stairs and went into the room 
the pedlar had occupied, and was alarmed 
by the sight. of blood upon the floor and 
upon the bed, She quickly descended the 
stairs, put on lier bounet ‘and shawl, and 
left the premises. She told the story to 
her mother, but it was never divulged to 
any one until since Ward's arrest tor the 
murder of his wife at Sylvania, for fear of 
incurring the malignity of Ward, who, it 
seems, was feared and dreaded by all who 
knew hin. Tbe pedlar was never seen af 
terwards, and it was thought that his body 
was secreted in a cistern, which was subse- 
quently filled by Ward.” 

CONFESSION. 

“ On Tuesday evening, 38, Mrs. Ward 
and myself had some words, during which 
Mrs. Wavd struck mo on the head with a 
fluid lamp, also on tho right side of the 
nose, causing the samé to bleed freely, 1 
begged her not to strike me, took the lamp

MR. JACKSON ON CANADA. 


From tho Staffordshire (Eng.) Advertiser, 
March 21st. 
Mr. Wm. Jackson arrived in Newcastle 
yesterday afternoon between three and four, 
and drove to his old quarters—the Castle 
Hotel. In the evening, at six o'clock, he 
addressed a large assemblage of the clect- 
ors and non-electors. ‘In the course of a 
long and able speech, which was well re- 
ceived, he passed in review the leading 
topics which had ongpind the attention of 
Parliament since he had the honor of ap- 
pearing among them. He paid a high 
compliment to Lord Palmerston for the 
ability which he had exhibited in carrying 
tho country through a great war, and ob- 
tained for it an honorable peace.

is between the Ottawa and the Georgian Bay, 
and by substituting tothe share of lands in 
Upper Canada which would aeerue to the North 
Shore Railway Company, an equal quantity of 
Innds in Lower Cannda, to be taken from the 
uncecel lands in the Valley of the St, Maurice,» 

If these résolutions are carried it necessi- 
tates the construction of the road to ‘Trois 
Pictoles, some distance below the eastern 
terminus proposed by Mr. Garner, and a 
consequent outlay of about £1,000,000, to 
accommodate a few habitans; and Sarnia to 
the west. When this is done tho country is 
to make a present of its stock, Mr. Doriox 
does not stop here, ho wants aid and assis- 
tance to construct the North Shore Railroad 
between Quebec and Montreal, another 
scheme which would not only proye unpro- 
ductive wero it carried out, but what little 
trafficit wouldhave, would bo taken from the 
Grand Trunk on the South Shore; thus show- 
ing that were the present Opposition in 
power, they would not only yiold to the de- 
mands of the Grand Trunk, but entail other 
and tvorse schomes upon tlio country. 

Tf other lines are to be built, then why is 
not ald offered to enable the Grand Trunk 
Company to construct those roads to which 
thoy are solemnly pledged, and which would 
not only prove remunerative, but of tho 
Greatest benefit to the country? Why in all 
theso schemes has tho Grand Junction been 
loft in the dark? Why is not aid demanded 
for that as well as for ronds below Quebeo ? 
Is it becanse what aro called the Quebeo 
mombers must be concilinted at a cost of 
some millions, to construct their roads, 

Mr, Conorn has bronght this subject 
prominently before the House, in a letter 
which we publish elsewhere, and we trast 
the hon, gentleman will persist in carrying

Hacts for Harmers, 
PLANTING AN ORCHARD, 
Having procured tho tres, dig a trench 
and jay them in, covering their roots to 
prevent them from drying, thon tako them 
from this trench according as they are 
planted, I am aware that somo people 
Plant trees and kill them, whilo. thoy are 
planting thom, by loaving the treos expos 
ed, porhaps a whole day to the hot sun— 
Proceed now to stako out the ground at 
rogular distunces, taking ‘great cure to Ia 
out tho plot at right angles, becaure if this 
is not done the trees will not ling in the 
different directions, 1 think it is best to 
plant in squares, as this gives tho best facil- 
ities for working the land where oxen and 
horses aro used. Ifa garden line is not 
convenient that will reach across the whole 
plot, provid stakesand set them ingho 
ground in squares of from twenty-five to 
thirty feet, alls the trees aro to be plant- 
ed, as those are more cnsily arranged than 
tho troes themselves. Where the ground 
is prepared tho holes neod not be dug any 
larger or deeper than just sufficient to 
spread tho roots out in their natural posi- 
tion, and should be just deep enough to 
allow the treo to stand as itdid in the nur- 
tery The process of planting ix very sitn- 
plo, and may be done rapidly, only keeping 
in view that overy root and fibre must be 
spread out with the hand, so that each may 
toot tho soil. Then Jet one person hold 
tho tree while the other is Alling in the 
soil; surface soil made fine should first be 
put in among the roots, and then gently | 
shake tho treo that no vacancies be loft, 
trending it gently but firmly by the foot. 
Previous to planting, trim the ends of the 
roots with # sharp knife, cutting off all 
bruised roots, this will facilitate the forma- 
tion of new roots and prevent the decay of 
tho parts injured. Fruit trees of all sorts 
should be headed back at the time of plant- 
ing, that is cutting off one half or more of 
Jast year’s growth. Planting should never 
be done when the land is wet, as the soil is 
sure to become baked and hard around the 
Toots. After the planting is done it is ne- 
cessary to mulch all the trees. ‘There is no 
method of preserving newly planted trees 
like this; it is also true that no treatment 
is becoming #0 universally popular as this, 
and even well established trees would be 
preally the better for a dressing of this kind. 
t seems just suited to our hot, sunny cli 
mate, preserving the moisture, preventing 
the growtli of weeds, and supplying ma- 
nure—Mulching consists in covering the 
ground about the trees, to 4 greater or less 
distance, according to the size of the plant 
to bo treated, with litter or long manure, 
and where neither is to be had short straw 
or hay will do spread over the roots to the

washing with soft soap. Fo> young or 


old trees there is no wash that 1 know of 


equal to this, and it should be applied at 
the latter end of April, before the buds be- 
gin to swell. 4 

It is ouly necessary here to point out 
the best soil adapted to the different classes 
of fruit trees. ‘Lhere are soils of certain 
texture, such as sandy loam, with a clay, 
sanily subsoil, in which, by proper manage- 
ment, all our hardy fruits may be grown 
to perfection side by side. Our country 
abounds in such soils, and others somewhat 
different in character, but equally fit for 
fruit trees, when well managed. On the 
other hand, there are soils wholly unfit for 
trees of any kind, such as peaty or mucky, 
and damp, cold spongy soils. For a pear 
and applo orchard, a dry, deep, substantial 
soil, between sandy and clay loam, is the 
best, on such we see the healthiest trees 
and the fairest fruit, Plums succeed best 
on astiff clay loam, ‘The cherry, peach, 
nectarine, and apricot, require a light, dry, 
warm soil, aud will not succeed well on 
any other. Where the proper ingredients 
for fruit trees are not contained in the soil, 
it should be added iu the shape of manure 
or compost. I observed, the other day, 
some very healthy fruit trees, on the Cale- 
donian IJlills, where tho soil was a clay 
loam, and nearly covered with lime stone. 

In preparing the ground for an orchard, 
every field or piece of ground, whether for 
garden or orchard, requires levelling more 
or less. It adds to the appearnco of the 


quickly, The next thing to be doue is to 

aetna it thoroughly if the ground 
requires it, with brick tile, stone or pine 
rails, Draining isnot necessary in all soils, 
but only in such as are of heavy clay, with 

‘a hard subsoil, or in wet spongy grounds, 
Undrained grounds, agaiv, are not fit for 
trees of any kind; for wet in winter, has a 
very injurious effect on the roots of trees, 
whether small or large. I know this from 
experience to my Cost, After levelling and 
draining is finished, draw out your manure 
eighty cart loads to the acre, beginuing on 
the far side, and spread it only as it is 
ploughed under. ‘The ground Should be 
at least twice ploughed with a subsoil 

plough. The best way to do this, I find, 
is to start two tens, one iD the common 
plough, and one in the subsoil, the one 
following tho other, twice in each furrow, 

In this way, there is no stopping to change 
the horses from ono plough to the: other, 
which is # groat saving of time, and you 
rot eighteen to twonty inches in depth.— 
‘Two teams will do half an acre in a day, 
and tho work will bo equal to two spit 
tronching. After Ha is done, the 
harrowing and levelling the ground after 
wards complotes the whole operation, and 
it can thon bo Jaid out in whatever form 
the proprietor may wish, for a garden, fruit 
orchard or lawn, and if the work has been 
thoroughly done avcarding to the direc- 
tions hero given, I have no hositation in 
saying, it will be in fit condition to grow 
any kind of crop., On grounds of limited 
dimonsions tho spado may bo used in place 
of tho plough,

Sleeping in rooms long unused, has destroyed 
the life of many a visitor and friend; our 
splendid parlors, and our nice “spare rooms” 
help to enrich many adoctor, The cold sep- 
ulchral parlours of New York, from May till 
November, bring disease, not only to vsiti-

Ry the steamship Africa we have ad- 
| ditonal news from Persia, dated at Bushire 
| on the 25th of February. 

General Outram was then preparing to 
send an expedition to capture Mohmarad, 
to the River Karun or Karoon, and the 
Persian army was again collecting at Bar- 
azjoon. 

Tn the late affair the native Cavelry be- 
haved very well.

manded this regiment, gave orders to 
charge, he and his adjutant, young Moore, 
placed themselves in frout of the 6th troop 
which was the ono directly pe) the 
uenrest face of the square. The other 
Moore, Malcolison and Speirs came the 
last thing behind, riding knee to knee with 
spurs in their horses’ flanks, as if racing 
after a hog. In rear of them rushed the 
dark troopers of the 8rd, mad to avenge 
the death of poor Malet at Bushire, In 
spite of steel, fire and bullets they tore down 
the nearest face of the devoted square. As 
they approached, Forbes was shot through 
the thigh, and Speir’s horse was wounded, 
but unheeding they sped onward. Daunt- 
od by the flashes and the fire and the noise 
and crackle of the musketry, the younger 
Moore's horse swerved as they as they came 
up. Dropping his sword from his hand 
and letting it hang by the knot at his 
wrist, ho caught up the reins in both hands 
and screwed his head straight, and then 
coolly, as if riding at a fence, leaped him at 
the squaro, Of course the horse fell stone 
dead upon the bayonots ; 80 did his brother's 
ridden with equal courage and determina- 
tion, Tho elder Moore—18 stone in weight 
and 6 feet 7 inches, or thereabouts in 
height—cut his way out on foot.

THE VE 


GETABLE GARDEN. 


Wo love to suo a good “ Vegetable Gar- 
den.” Wo dislike to have so many write 
and talle about screening it from the orna« 
mental grounds as an unsightly object, 
Our taste in gardening is quite republican. 
Woe think a well kept vegetable garden far 
more beautiful than a slovenly flower gar- 
den; and a magnificiont fleld of maize or 
folden grain is far moro sightly than a poor 
ath Jawn and half-staryed shrubbery. 

For a successful vegetable garden, tho 
soil must be well drained, thoroughly and 
deeply pulverized by ploughing or digging 
and made rich with manure, The ground 
must bo kept mellow as the crops are grow- 
ing, by hoeing; and all Mari promptly 
destroyed. 

Early peas aro among the first things to 
be sown, and this should be done as soon 
As tho frost is out of the ground. Some 
writers recommend raising poa plants in 
boxes in hot-beds, and transplanting them, 
| but we never found this to pay for our trou- 
| ble. The best way is to seléct the warm- 
est, dryest soil, and the most sheltered po- 
sition In the garden, and sow in diills (run- 
ning oast and west, it possible) two inches 
deep. Two rows, twenty feet long, will 
take a pint of seed, and will be enough of 
one variety for the first sowing. Ax soon 
as sown, place a wide board on edge, on 
the north side of each row, inclined over 
the rows at a slight angle, and supported 
ateach end with sticks. ‘This will afford 
& good shelter, and the ground will become 
quite warm, haying the full benefit of the 
sun, while sheltered from the wind. These 
boards may be taken away when the plants 
are two or three inches high, and the earth 
drawn to tho Plante This drawing of the 
earth to the plants should be repeated sev- 
eral times, as it is a great protection, pre- 
venting injury from the wind. When 8 
or 10 inches high they should be staked, 
and, of course, the length of the stakes or 
brush depends upon the variety sown, some 
sorts growing only two or three feet high, 
and others five or six feet. The stakes 
should be placed on both sides of the rows 
slanting inwards so that the tops will meet, 
and x0 firmly set in the ground that they 
will not blow over. 

The two best early varieties are the 
Prince Albert and Early Kent. The first 
is the most praised but we have often tried 
them fortune growing side by side, and 
prefer the latter. They grow from two to

three fect high. Of the latter sorts we 
would recommend the Blue Marrow, a fine 
large pea of good flavor, The Sugar Pea, 
a very sweet, fine pea, growing five or six 
feet high ; the British Snebee a large and 
lucious ie growing also some five or six 
feet high; Knight’s Wrinkled Marrow, an 
excellent fine flavored pea, The two last 
varieties named, when ripe are wrinkled, 
like sweet corn, and are much better than 
the common kind. There are several oth- 
er varietias of a similar character, and, in 
deed excellent table peas may be obtained 
at alos any store where garden seeds are 
sold. 

If a pint of each of these varieties are 
sown at the same time, they will be fit to 
pick in succession, from the middle of June 
to the middle of July, or later. A few may 
be sown every two weeks which will pro- 
long the season desired. 

Early potatoes should be planted at the 
same time as peas. ‘The Early June can 
be obtained in almost every neighborhood, 
and with proper attention every one can 
have Green Peas and New Potatoes on his 
table by the 20th of June, at least in ordi- 
nary seasons. 

Having provided for peas and potatoes, 
it will be necessary for those who have not 
provided for such things in a hot-bed, to 
make arrangements for cabbage, tomato, 
and other plants. Select a warm sunny 
border, on the south side of a fence, if pos- 
sible, and after having the ground well pre- 
pared, sow cabbage, cauliflower, and radish 
seed. Aflor the seed is sown give the bed 
a good sprinkling of coal ashes, if you have 
them, and rollit, or beat it gently with the 
back of the spade. Then it would be well

‘This will prevent injury to the 
young plants from insect, and save you a 
ood deal of loss and yexation. Tomatos,

‘The best Cauliflower for this coun- 
try is the Early Paris, It will head as 
readily a3. cabbage, and is excellant in oy- 
ory way. The best Radish is the Early 
Oval French, which is exccedingly tender 
and fine flavored. When this cannot be 
obtained, sow the Scarlet Short Top.—Ru- 
ral New Yorker.

The former left her berth and 


TELEGRAPHIC FEAT, 
We understand that, for tlie last. few 


nesswf the line, the Montreal Telegraph 
Company, in conjunction with the Amer- 
ican Telegraphio Companies throughout 
the Stato of New York. Ohio, Michigan 
and Illinois, have been working direct from 
Chicago in Illinois to’ Quebee in Canada 
East via Buffalo, Toronto, and Montreal, a 
distanco by the telegraphic route of some 
1800 or 1400 miles. The object of this 
lengthy communication is to establish the 
correct longitude, by solar observations of 
the different places. Lieutenant Ashe, of 
Quebeo, conducted the observations in Chi- 
cago. The operators there say that the 
lines worked beautifully on fine nights, and 
tho signals went through as instantaneously 
as though the distanve was only 14 instead 
of 1400 miles. The tongest stretch of the 
Submarine Cable between England and 
America will be about 1900 miles + so that 
if the difficulties of laying the cable can bo 
successfully overcome, there appears to be, 
so far as human reason can forsce, no difli- 
culty as to the working of it. Tho opinion 
of the operators in this city, who watched 
tho signals from Chicago to Quebec, was, 
that had the distance beon twice as great 
as itis, tho “electric fluid” would have 
bounded over the distance quite as 
quickly ; i.
